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ED BENEDICT ON ANIMATION -- the 
PACTS OF LIFE

Preface 


Ed Benedict first spoke to me on the telephone about an 
animated tv spot I had done for a local car dealer. When I 
learned of his extensive background in animation, I asked if we 
might meet and talk further. Shortly thereafter we met twice at 
his home in Carmel, California. : 


We talked mostly of the views Ed has developed during his 
forty-plus years in the animation business. From those interviews 
I have assembeled the following for those interested in a personal 
account of the craft and business of animated film-making as it 


has evolved in the United States. 
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"It wasn't a business. It was a group of guys that had to 


organize themselves for eight hours of the day basically.” —__ 

In 1930 Ed went to work for the Walt Disney Studios as an 
apprentice inbetweener. The Mouse was an established cartoon 
character then, and Walt was trying to launch a new kind of cartoon 
series that did not feature a regular character. These were the 
"Silly Symphonies.” 


Ed recalled, "When I first worked at Disney's--show you how 
thorough that guy was--we were required to make our own little 
animation tests. This is when we were just assistants. We're 
not animators yet. 


" I did a horrifying job when I think of it now, of a guy 
taking a horn and blowing it. That sounds pretty dam simple... 
and it could look like it too. And you could do it and it would 
look like, 'oh brother! Is that keen!’ Aguy big, full of air; 
then blowing out, turns thin, you know. No animation. Just 
going from A to B.* But we had to do it our own way. Start with 
nothing. No instructions. Just a blank piece of paper, and how 
many drawings we took to do it, that was our own thing. 


"We had to take all of our test papers “in to the test camera 
...which was a little Tinker Toy baling wire rigged-up thing. 
This was at the first studio on Hyperion. He wasn't making 
cameramen out of us. He was just rubbing our noses in the 
business." 


"So you got kind of an overview," I interjected. 


"Yes. An appreciation for every department. Then the camera- 
man would take it out and develop it--and not print it. We'd just 
look at the negative on the Moviola. We would get our strip of 
film and that was it. At the end of the day, Walt would come 
around and look at it with us and just go over it. 


"There was one of the early ‘Silly Symphonies’ called The 
China Plate (1931) when I was assistant to Rudy Zamora. One of 
the scenes was trucking in on one of these plates with Chinese 
scenes painted on it. Rudy had this scene and he was quite de- 
lighted to have thought to do this himself; I remember him leaning 
over to me, flipping the animated drawings saying, ‘hey, how do 
you like this?' 


"You know these little Chinese girls with the little Chinese 
bobs? Straight bobs. Whether they ever had them or not, I don't 
know. That's the way we thought of them at the time. This 
little girl was to turn from left to right---but when she turned, 
the hair trailed across her face. That had never been done before. 
That's a first--beginning to loosen up things. Not only animating 


the figure from here to here--but there’s little things on them 
too, where a thing will trail an action and then come back again 
and then settle down. It was just sort of life-like." 


He also worked under Wilfred Jackson (who had previously 
been an assistant to Ub Iwerks) doing breakdown, clean-up and 
inbetweening. 


"I'd been there a couple of months and we were working on 
this picture that had an Indian character of a fox fighting with 
another character. I noticed that in this particular scene the 
fox' tail was missing. When I remarked on it to Jackson, he said 
there was so much action that no one would miss it. I guess you 
could say that was my first experience with the ‘facts of life.'" 


He chuckled and continued, "Jackson was to later become a 
first-class triple-plus director--and he was the last guy in the 
place that looked like it. A wonderful guy...straight...and he 
didn't appear to have a sense of humor. He just didn't look like 
he belonged in that business. But, I guess he was the first 
genius of the directing end who knew how to get the ‘Disney’ out 
of the Disney Product." 


In 1933, Benedict went to work for Walter Lantz at Universal 
as an assistant animator. Then he worked for Charles Mintz at 
Columbia for a year-and one-half before returning to Universal 
where he became a full fledged animator. It took an average of 
four years to make animator, Ed recalls. 


Then on the side with a co-worker at Lantz', he set up an 
independent company. They first tried to interest Richfield Oil 
in the idea of animated billboards--a project Ed describes as 
"successfully unsuccessful." Then he hit on the notion of selling 
commercial ideas to independent theatres. But without a distribu- 
tion set-up, the idea "took a long time to develop into a state 
of nothing." 


From 1938, Ed worked with Paul J. Fennel at Cartoon Films, 
Limited,making commercials for Borden's, Shell Oil, Rinso, etc. 
He returned to the Disney organization in 1942. 


"Did you work on Willie, the Operatic Whale?" I asked. 


"Yeah. I worked with Ken O'Connor on that. 
artist." 


An excellent 


Ed went on-to explain about the drawing materials used by 
the animators. 


"The paper that everybody used’to use was called Management 
Bond." 
"What kind of ink did they use on the cells?" I asked. 


"I can tell you back then it was India. And there were 
Gillott pens and there were other kinds of pens for certain 
widths. The girls had to be pretty sharp with a brush. You 
couldn't just take any girl, like with a pen. A girl had to be 
trained with a pen for tracing before she'd get into brush." 


EN 
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Ed was kept busy at Disney's doing "war stuff."' He worked 
on an aerology series for the Navy and Victory Through Air Power 


as well as educational films. This second period of employment 
with the Disney organization lasted three years. After the war, 
he took a leave of absence to help Paul Fennel found his own 
cartoon studio. 


About this time United Productions of America, better known 
as U.P.A. was getting under way. 


"Now U.P.A. was my idol. U.P.A. was the greatest," Ed 
enthused. "Steve Bosustow was living down in Santa Monica on 
the beach and one time I visited with him. And in one of the 
rooms on the wall was a bunch of story sketches that he wanted 
to show me, things they were working on. They were a little 
wierd-ish compared with the typical bulb-headed looking things. 
They were attractive and intriguing. And that was the beginning 
of U.P.A. 


"It was later taken over by a different outfit--made a garbage 
can out of it. Like the Dusenberg, gone. Period. End. Fin." 


Later, Ed called Tex Avery at MGM (whom he knew from his 
days at Universal) and asked him if he needed a layout man. In 
animation, "layout" refers to the design and relation of the

concept of the film as a whole. 


Ed explained, "You see, when I left Universal I was an 
animator. But with Paul, I was laying out and doing the models-- 
everything. So I got away from animation--animation bored me. 

I don't know. I wasn't a good animator. But my inclination ran 
towards more drawing. So laying out and models got to be my 
thing from then on." 


"By models, do you mean model sheets? For the characters?" 


‘Not model sheets--models. Just a drawing of the one 
character...an overall three-quarter thing showing what it's all 
about. Model sheets are based on models," 


The model sheets are referred to by the animators as they 
work on their scenes. ‘They show the characters in multiple views,- 
different poses, expressions, etc., and their proportion to 
other characters they may be working with. By doing models, Ed 
was designing cartoon characters. 


"At MGM, Tex Avery gave me a model sheet of Droopy to see 
what I would do to modernize it. He liked what I did and said, 
‘okay, come to work.' 


"Later MGM started cutting down. And TV started to cut in. 
So Tex’ unit was cut out.. But Bill and Joe (Hannah-Barbera) wanted 
me to stay there and work for them. I didn't work on *Tom and 
Jerry'--but other special pictures they were doing. Then the 
thing got cut way down. I left the place and was home doing 
comic books for a while. And then I got a call from Quimby (Fred 
Quimby was in charge of the cartoon units at MGM) to come in and 
talk to him about doing the set-up for this Gene Kelly thing. 
This was a whole picture--not just a sequence. It could have been 
really good-looking, but they were all too sissy about it. 
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ED BENEDICT (with fake moustache) gags it up for the camera 
with Joe Barbera (left), Virginia Winter and Tex Avery during 
an afternoon coffee break at MGM's lost #2 (1952). 


"In the meantime, Tex established his own commercial unit, 
Tex Avery Cartoons, and is sending over model jobs for me to do 
via one of the animators that worked at MGM who was doing outside 
work for Tex. Hell, I was making more working a half-hour on a 
model (for Tex) on MGM's time than I made a-whole day sitting 
there for MGM! 
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"Things were getting pretty hot over here, beginning to fold 
up. And Joe and Bill are working on things of their own. I did 
the Ruff'n Reddy models for ‘em. Anyway, we're doing commercials 
over at MGM for a while. For Schlitz, S&H stamps, and then the 
thing folded. Meanwhile, I've been doing models and commercial 
layout for Tex. Hell, I'm making a minimum of twice what I was 
getting at MGM. I was doing all the H-B models--Huckleberry 
Hound, Quick Draw McGraw, Flintstones, etc. as well as the layouts. 


Now when they get loaded down at H-B, I get a call." 


I asked Ed about working with the numbering system I'd 
heard was used at Hannah-Barbera. He called it a "file and 
number system," 


"It was driving me crazy," he sighed. "You would spend more 
time getting up from the board here and going over checking the 
files and numbers to see where you're going...or looking up the 
right background...'been less work if I'd have done the whole 
thing myself." : 


"What about the unions?" I asked. 
between the two, if any?" 


"What's the difference 


"I can't say what is now," he emphasized. "I can of the 
middle era (the ‘forties and 'fifties). The Screen Cartoonists 
Guild was considered a ‘liberal’ union. The Motion Picture Screen 
Cartoonists was part of the I.A.T.S.E. It was considered the more 
moderate of the two." 


"If you're looking for work in Hollywood, do you have to 
belong to the union to get in down there?" 


"Yeah. Furthermore, they're not that long on work. So all 
the union guys would have to come first." 


"I moved up here in ‘sixty-one. If the work followed me-- 
fine. If it didn't, the Hell with it! I'd had it. I was bored 
with it. And, I'd never liked it since I'd been in the business 
anyway. There were very few 'talented' guys in the business. 

But the ones that had it--like Art Babbitt, Tom Oreb, John Hubley, 
Bob Cannon and Norm Ferguson--they were real geniuses! But many 
of the guys couldn't draw their own breath. 


"In the earlier days, the business was made up of cartoonists 
more than artists. Had there been more artists, there might have 
been a different picture." 


"Where do you think the future of animation lies?" 


"I think it's walking towards its grave. I can't tell you 


how far it is between here and the grave. 


"Tt's like centuries ago when guys were carving with chisels, 
these ultra-fine hunks of lettering and sculpting in marble. The 
exactness. The fantastic things they were going then. A guy 
could stand off.and say, ‘gee, that's what I'm going to be when I 
grow up.' ~And you can go on and keep saying it ‘cause it was 60 
beautiful, it was so superb--what's better? 


"But is it? There ain't none of it. None. It's just an old 
dead art." 


"Is that analogy valid for animation?" ‘ 
"Sure it is!" 


"Why? Look at some of these television commercials---" 


"That's not animation. That's using the animation medium... 
to me, most of it has no advertising value whatsoever...it's just 
a lot of talk that somebody is trying to sell somebody and they're 
not. The ad agencies are all wrapped up in their own immediately 
constructed little world. And they turn to each other and all of 
‘em think: this is ours. Completely losing the total picture of 
whether it's ours or yours or the next—door-neighbors'----what 's 
it doing? What's it supposed to do?" 


" You don't see any future in the business?" 
Ng," 
"Do you think it's stupid to try getting into it?” 


"Well, I can afford to be wrong. But for the most part...I 
would say 'yes.» Stupid from the standpoint if you think you're 
ever going to make something out of those things. But not stupid 
from the standpoint if you're fascinated with it. If you're 
intrigued to the point that nothing else will do, no, you're not 
stupid. You're smart. Go through and milk it." 


".,..Being in the business was beautiful. Being in the 
business was keener than Hell. Informal! Friends of mine that 
had to work in offices--oh, they envied the Hell out of me! And 
I didn't blame them!" 


With regard to the dollars and cents end of animated film 
making, Ed felt that the producer "might make a couple of bucks.” 
He cited ever-rising labor and material costs as the main 
reason the profit potential in animation is lessened all the time. 


Together we examined some "how to" books on animation by 
Eli Levitan and Roger Manvell. Later, Ed had this to say about 
them: 


"Much of this stuff in the books was too much analysis. 
That never was done at all. That attitude just wasn't there. 
It was more a natural reaction to things that they were seeing, 
or doing, or thinking." 


Finally, we discussed ‘contemporary animation.' Ed took a 
pretty dim view of it all. 


"I was looking at these things on channel nine. And every 
one of ‘em are done in Yugoslavia or Arabia or some other place 
where the guys don't make ten cents an hour. A guy is sitting 
down at a drawing board and doing anything that comes through 
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Ed Benedict (left) and Mike Law go over a "Droopy" storyboard at 
Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer in 1956.

The sudden arrival of the Conan books at the newsstand this 
past month surprised me as much as it did you. Apparently Pres- 
tige Books, the new name for the Lancer people, and Ace, the 
distributor and printer of these new editions, felt they had suf- 
ficient legal justification under the old Lancer contract, and, 
smelling a high profit, plowed ahead, taking everyone by surprise, 
The estate of Robert E. Howard feels this printing is at best 
legally "questionable", and never authorized Ace to print the 
twelve books. Authors de Camp and Carter have out of necessity 
teamed up with the Howard estate to work out some kind of settle- 
ment with Prestige and Acee They have not ruled out legal action, 
but because Ace = a division of the Charterhouse corporation- 
has a lot of corporate legal clout at its disposal, that action 
looks remotes The authors have a definite case, though,So we'll 
just have to wait and see. The estate of Robert ©. Howard will 
still go ahead as planned and release three all- Howard Conan 
books from Berkley tnis Summer, one in July, August, and Sep- 
tembere A number of non-Conan Howard books will also come out 
with the Berkley imprint. So Conan has returned in a furor, and 
is probably here to stay. 


Over at Marvel Jack Kirby has left Captain America to create 
a brand-new book which remains a company secret at this time. 
Roy Thomas picks up Cap with number 215, and has not selected 
the new artist as of this writing. Logan's Run has been can- 
celled with number 8 because MGM really didn't want Marvel to 
continue beyond the movie, particularly since they want to sell 
a TV version of the story. That should not happen with Star 
Wars at all, since Marvel got the comic book rights to that under 
different circumstancese Powerman will undergo a fundamental 
once-over at number 50, getting a new costume and associate - 
Iron Fist = who will have status like the Falcon in Captain 
Americae Chris Claremont and John Byrne have that chore. 
Spider-woman will come out as a monthly. under Marv Wolfman and 
Carmine Infantino in late July or early August. : 


The Howard the Duck comic strip will debut Monday, June 6, 
and run in both daily and Sunday papers. Waaught 


In late June a new Conan Treasury edition will appear, pri- 
marily printing black-and-white work in color for the first time. 
It will feature the Thomas-Buscema story “Black Colossus", plus 
stories by Neal Adams, Gil Kane, and a Red Sonja tale by Barry 
Smithe Sales of the Treasury books depends largely on their con- 
tents, but by and large when they feature Marvel*s most popular 
heroes they do quite well. Even the Holiday Grab, Bag Treasury 
that came out last Christmastime did well. So the future of that 
format looks good. In early July Marvel's movie adaptations of 
the Island of Dr. Moreau and The Deep will appear in the 50 cent 
format, followed in a few weeks with the Close Encounters of the 
Third Kind book, which will probably appear in the dollar format. 
Marvel would currently like to do one more movie related book, 
and are presently negotiating for the rights to the new Monty 


Python movie Jabberwockye 


The recommended magazine of the month is the upcoming Marvel 
Preview featuring the return of Starlord. Archie Goodwin de- 
scribed this Claremont/Byrne/Austin production as “one of the 
outstanding Black-and-Whites Marvel has done.”

Mr. Goodwin also told me he and Stan Lee are pushing to hold 
the line on prices till the end of the Summer, thus giving Marvel 
the edge during the peak season.

Roger Slifer has stepped up to 
replace him, and Roger Stern has been promoted to fill Mr. Sli- 
fer's editorial post. Ross Andru will become a new editor= over 
at DC. He has signed an undated contract to join DC in that 
capacity as soon as he finishes his present commitment at Marvel. 
He has a certain number of pages and stories he must finish, and 
unless he really pushes himself, that will take him another eight 
months. It will be some time yet before Mr. Andru’s successor on 
Spider-man is selected, and rightly soe Since this may well be 
the last artwork Mr. Andru does for awhile, he will do his best 
without that kind of pressures 


Progress at DC has called for some cancellations. Ragman 
dies with number five, partly because Mre Kubert really has not 
had time for it. Kung Fu Fighter departs with the August issue 
(#18). Isis #8, out in September, will end that series. Isis 
offered the DC fellows a challenge, and what they did reflects 
the new style at the company. Isis was not doing very well, and 
because of the demanding licensing royalty, it had to sell better 
than normal titles to survive. In an attempt to turn things 
around Jack Harris and Mike Vosburg experimented and made the 
last three issues quite unlike the TV show, but as comic books 
they were quite good. NBC announced they planned to put Isis 
on next season at 1 PM (EST), which is ridiculous for a Saturday 
morning show, and at that point DC decided to cancel the book no 
matter how much better the last issues could doe However, since 
the Isis comic was in mid-story at that point, DC “chose to fin=~ 
ish the story before canning the pooke And so they did. Wasn*t 
that nice? I can recall many other times I've wished for that 


kind of courtesye 


These cutbacks have kept the number of pages in production 
from getting out of hand, since the mystery line has expanded= 
Ghosts and Witching Hour have gone monthly. In fact mystery 
books have done so well lately that DC will add yet a new series, 
as yet untitled, which will appear in October. There are no 
plans to expand the superhero line until December, although there

his mind...I don't even put it in the category of drawing. 
Animation? No such thing." 


"Have you seen any computer animation?" I asked. 


" I have no use for it,” he answered quickly. "I have no- 
thing but utter, unadultered contempt for it." 


"Are you sure you're not a little afraid of it?" 


"Not in the least. It will never in your time touch anima- 
tion. They are still a mathematically run machine. It hasn't 
an iota of looseness. They're finding out that computers, have 
their limitations...it always has the same flavor, same attitude. 
It's always there as a graph." 


One can take issue with some of Ed's opinions about animation 
as an art form and as a business. But, what makes his remarks so 
compelling is his first-hand knowledge of the craft itself and 
of the many personalities who made the business of animation a 
"business."' His sentiments concerning the current "state of the 
art" are disconcerting to the animation enthusiast. But they are 
the outcome of his having been caught up in the rise and fall of 
the theatrical cartoon’ studio operations, as well as the growth 
of a newer, and to him, less satisfying sort of production geared 
to television. 


I also suspect that this attitude stems from his own genuine 
concern for the craft---his frustration at what animation has 
come down to as opposed to his notions of what it should be. 


To some, Ed's opinions may seem overly pessimistic. But 
before Ed would consent to this interview in preparation for this 
article, he forewarned me that he would not "romanticize the 
cartoon business." He explained that this was his pet peeve with 


most of the articles and books that dealt with the history of his © 


craft. And Ed Benedict was not about to further that sort of 
misrepresentation. 
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has been some thought about promoting some superhero books, Showe- 
case, and Brave and Bold to monthly status., The sales reports 
on the first Dollar comics came in and were characterized as 
“very optimistic", Mike Gold said sales were "not phenomenal, 
but they showed very little readership resistance." In fact the 
format change affected sales very little, and they expected a 
drop-off. Mr. Gold didn’t think collectors stockpiling these 
"first" issues affected sales much either, since it costs a lot 
to sock away Dollar books. Also, written reports from the ‘whole 
salers were very positives They show "a number of store chains 
(three big ones and a lot of little ones) that don't normally 
carry comics" have picked up the Dollar books. Therefore this 
unexpectedly strong response has stimulated thoughts about ex- 
panding the Dollar line next year, maybe even adding one new 
title each month. That's all speculation, of course, but if the 
Dollar line was expanded, you can be sure DC would add a lot 
fewer small-sized titles next year, since a Dollar book repre- 
sents almost three-and-a-half times the number of pages ina

The DC Hotline had 88,500 calls in March, which is up 16,000 
from the previous two months.

Bob Overstreet and his Price Guide 


STUDYING THE 1977 PRICE GUIDE - 


Bob Overstreet’s mammoth Price Guide has such a profound 
influence on fandom each year that we must take a close de- 
tailed look at what he says. This year’s edition is a bit 
smaller than last year’s (624 pp. as opposed to '76's 638 ppe), 
and he squeezed the data with all its additions into 30 fewer 
pages. You'd never know by lookings he must have put the en= 
tries a bit closer together. The new edition has 15 fewer pages 
of advertisements and almost twice as many pages of informative 
articles (from 39ppe to 75ppe).« He didn*t have to do that at 
all. He also doubled the number of pages printed in full color, 
which made the articles and accompanying pictures on Carl Barks 
much more exciting. Many thanks go to Walt Disney Productions 
for allowing Mr. Overstreet to reproduce so much of Mre Bark’s 
work, particularly the 26 oil paintings which will once and for 
all show the world this marvelous man*s talent. The Overstreet 
package has surpassed the high quality work we have come to ex- 
pect from him, and it's well worth the 45 cent price increase. 


Mr. Overstreet has made a significant change in rating 
conditions. He rewrote all but one of theme In order to make 
the word MINT more useful, he has removed the term PRISTINE 
MINT and combined it with MINT because as far as he’s concerned 
they both mean the same thinge A MINT comic is even character= 
ized as "a gem by any descriptione™ He has defined NEAR MINT 
a little more clearly and tightly, replacing the phrase "care- 
fully read once or twice and stored away" with a concise physi- 
cal description of the book. He added a description for VERY 
FINE, laid a clear picture for a GOOD comic, and even ammended 
FAIR by changing “fairly sound and completely legible” to "com= 
pletely sound and legible." This list is the only universal 
condition descriptione Use it, to the letter. So many dealers 
fail to harshly judge their books, and with the new prices, 
this becomes more critical than ever. 


The prices show some very significant trends. In the GOOD 
category, prices have dropped or stayed the same on almost every 
title. That*s important. For the first time the runaway in- 
flation the Price Guide reflects has topped out somewheree Any 
sale of a quality comic at a lower price because of these guide- 
lines is a blessing. I'm biased toward the collectors, I admit, 
but over the years I have seen collectors get skinned and skin= 
ned again by entrepreneurs who raise prices unceasingly, be- 


lieving they deserve more money for their comics simply because

' they have aged. Finally Bob Gdaretreet has said "Not neces+ 
' sarily" where it counts. Though only in one condition category, 


this represents a significant symbolic victory. | 
Books in the FINE bracket have increased moderately, and 

MINT comics have increased significantly. Compared to previous 

years, however, the overall advances look modest. Take, for, 


example, the twenty most valuable comics, listed this year for 


the first time, which includes Marvel Mystery #1, Action #1, 
Whiz #1 etc. These books cost so so much that "normal" col. collectors 
cannot afford them any longer, so they don’t mirror the market 
in general. However, their rate of increase does reflect th 
overall trend. From 1975 to 1976, these comics on the average 
increased in value 156 percent, while from 1976 to 1977 they | 
increased 32 percent. The price of these comics has something 
to do with thise After all, once a comic hits the $5000 mark, 
it should have oar difficulty advancing rapidly beyond that | 
point. Marvel #1 increased 50 percent this year anywaye 
The great + drop a a rate does show a showdown in inflation. 


Prices still went up, but with less gusto. Even the most 
popular Golden Age series only increased around 10 percent, 
which may be a deadly inflation rate for a country, but for 


- fandom that’s comforting. Some very popular recent series 


followed that trend. Conan and Green Lantern #76-89 had seven 
dollar books selling for eight dollars, five dollar comics for 
six, and there I expected skyrocketing absurdities. . An old 
standby Marvel title like Tales of Suspense, issues #58-99 

which includes all Captain America’s appearances, remained vir 
tually unchanged. Overall I see a healthy calming effect that 
I like. 


The dramatic increases demand our attention. Important 
number one issues continued their quantum leap upward, and that 
concerns me, but I expected ite I can see the big books like 
Marvel Mystery #1 going up and up because they've attracted out- 
side investors. I can somewhat understand Spider-man #1 in- 
creasing 300 percent in two years too. But these are isolated 
particular incidents. General sweeping rises, on the other 
hand, disturb me a lote Entire series should not jump in price 
unless some event in that year stimulates new interest. These 
are a few exceptions. From 1975 to 1976 the eighteen issue set 
of the Silver Surfer went up around 30 percent, a significant 
rise showing continued interest. From 1976 to 1977 Silver 
Surfer prices almost doubled. That’s incredible, but not totally 


beyond belief when you look at the buyers. The new generation 


of collectors who grew up on John Buscema*s Conan and Howard the 
Duck hardly knows the Silver Surfer because they've seen very 
little of him. The collector's who remember this series have 
paid these prices out of nostalgia and besides, it's a small set 
and easier to complete than the continuing Marvel seriese 
That's really importante Now, a big and popular set like Fan- 
tastic Four has no such rationale for price hikes, yet from 
1975 to . 1976 the Price Guide says that series as a whole in- 
flated 81 percent , in p: price. Due to continuing interest or a 
new interest in Jack Kirby? Perhaps. That*s quite a jump, 
though, and it will cause buyer resistance. The following year 


CONDITION OF COMIC BOOKS 

MINT (M): Perfect; absolutely like new, regardless of age; near white 
to white cover and pages; no printing or cutting defects; still retains 
original printing lustre, crispness, and gloss to all edges; tight spine, flat 
and clean; not even the slightest blemish can be detected around staples, 
along spine, at corners or edges. A gem by any description. Arrival dates 
pencilled on the cover are acceptable. 

NEAR MINT (NM): Almost perfect; tight spine, flat and clean; just 
enough minor defects or wear noticeable with close inspection to keep it 
out of the Mint category; i.e.,a small flake of color missing at a staple, 
corner or edge or slight discoloration on inside cover or pages; near perfect 
cover gloss retained. ; 

VERY FINE (VF): Slight wear beginning to show; possibly a small 
wrinkle or crease at staples or where cover has been opened a few times; 
still clean and flat with most of cover gloss retained. 

FINE (FN):Tight cover with some wear, but still relatively flat, clean 
and shiny. Stress lines around staples and along spine beginning to show; 
minor color flaking possible at spine, staples, edges or corners. 

VERY GOOD (VG): Obviously a read copy with original printing 
lustre and gloss almost gone; some discoloration, but not soiled; some signs 
of wear and minor markings, but none that deface the cover; usually needs 
slight repair around staples and along spine which could be rolled; cover 
could have a minor tear or crease where a corner was folded under‘or a 
loose centerfold; no chunks missing, tape, or brown pages. 

GOOD (G): An average used copy complete with both covers and no 
panels missing; slightly soiled or marked with possible creases, minor tears 
or splits, rolled spine and small color flaking, but perfectly sound and 
legible. A well-read copy, but perfectly acceptable with no chunks missing, 
tape, or brown pages. 

FAIR (F): Very heavily read and soiled, but complete with possibly a 
small chunk out of cover; tears needing repairs and multiple folds and 
wrinkles likely; damaged by the elements, but completely sound and 
legible. 

; POOR (P): Damaged; heavily weathered; soiled; or otherwise unsuited 
for collection purposes. 

IMPORTANT: Books with defects such as pages or panels missing, 
coupons cut, torn or taped covers and pages, brown or brittle pages, 
restapled, taped spines, pages or covers, water-marked, printing defects, 
rusted staples, stained, holed, or other imperfections that distract from the 
originat beauty, are worth less than if free of these defects. Coverless 
comics in nice condition will bring about one-fifth to one-half Good price 
(retail) depending on the title, and more on the key books. 

Many of the early reprint comics were printed in hardback with dust 
jackets. Books with dust jackets are worth more. The value can increase 
from 20 to 50 per cent depending on the rarity of book. Usually, the 
earlier the book, the greater the percentage. The condition of the dust 
jacket should be graded independently of the book itself. 

CAUTION: Tape should not be used under any circumstances for 
comic repair. Most tapes contain harmful chemicals that will eventually 
destroy the paper which they touch. Today, many collectors find it 
objectionable and resist collecting books repaired in this way, as it 
destroys the natural beauty of the comic. Comic repair should be left to 
those who know how. 


Grading of comics according to Bob Overstreet's new 1977-78 
COMIC BOOK PRICE GUIDE. (Clip and save it...) 
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the price should go up only slightly, like 10 percent for gen- 
eral inflation or even 15 percent. Between 1976 and 1977 Fan- 
tastic Four instead jumped another 27 percent. Look how they 
did ite Issues #90 on down went up by 25 percent, and issues 
#91 to present did not change at alle I can see the first three 
or even four dozen issues going steadily up, but 90 issues?!‘ 
And why that cut off point? Why nothing after that? A more 
outrageous example is Spider-man. Between 1975 and 1976 the 
Price Guide said Spider-man as a set went up 51 percent, with 
the first 50 issues going up from 65 to 75 percent. Between 
1976 and 1977 the set went up another 54 percent, and this time 
the issues under #100 went up 50 percent almost across the 
Roses. It*s one thing for a comic to go up in price from om $1.00 
© $1.50 to $2.25, but it’s another thing entirely for a comic 
‘ed go from $3.00 to $4.50 to $6.75. Yet that’s exactly the 
kind of thing Spider-man has been doing in the Price Guide. 
That*s incredible, intolerable, and unrealistic. It looks like 
just another effort to skin collectors alive. These are NOT 
rare books at all. Dealers sell more copies of Spider-man and 
Fantastic Four than anything else. I know these prices cause 
buyer resistance, and I cannot see collectors producing a 50 
percent hike on 99 different comics, ESPECIALLY two years in 
& TOWe 


That brings us to the fundamental questions about the Price 
Guide. Do these prices reflect what people are paying for the 
comics or what greedy dealers really want to get for them? 

The new stability in the GOOD condition bracket along with a 
general slowdown in inflation reflect more of what I have seen 
in buying trends than any recent Price Guidee However this 
absurd stuff with Spider-man, one of the best-selling series, 
gives us serious cause to wonder. Secondly, do the prices re- 
flect the actual selling rates or are they categorically raised 
because “somebody" thinks they should go up? That 90 issue 
block of the Fantastic Four in contrast with the other issues 
simply looks suspicious. Moreover, the existence of any cate} 
gorical price hike that lacks strong documentation casts doubt 
on the validity of the Price Guide as a wholes 


I like Bob Overstreet. I think he's a fair man who does 
the best job he cane I’m not accusing him of anything, nor have 
I raised any question that has not come up before. The numbers 
simply speak for themselves. Mr. Overstreet has gone a long 
way this year to minimize the evils of his Guide and his re- 
visions and re-evaluations. However, serious questions remain. 
I hope he*1l respond to this essay, and I hope you'll go and 
use the Price Guide as a useful collectors tool, not as the 
hanes word of God 0 on ORiess

GEORGE R.Re MARTIN SPEAKS ON SCIENCE FICTION 


This past month a science fiction seminar at the college 
where I work invited science fiction writer George R.R. Martin 
in for an evening of discussione Mre Martin, who lives in 
northern Iowa, is a provocative author who has written for the 
science fiction magazines for the past six yearse His novella 
Song for Lya won the Hugo award for the best story of its type 
in 1974. He has one collection out from Avon books titles Song 
for Lyay and he has a new novel, After the Festival, which is 
presently being serialized in Analog and d will appear in book 
form from Simon and Shuster - Pocketbooks. 


Mr. Martin is around thirty years old, soft spoken, average 
height, with somewhat long dark-brown hair, a slight beard and 
glasses. He's an old fan of comics, and his wife Gale Burnick 
is an old friend of Len Wein, Jim Steranko, and Phil Seuling. 
Mr. Martin spoke at length about the nature of science fiction, 
its style and meaning, the current state of science fiction, 
writing and writing fantasy. I taped the proceedings and have 
selected the most informative statements for your studye Science 
fiction, as a literary first cousin to comics, deserves our 
attention. I think we can all learn something from the views 
of a polished craftsman like George R.R. (Raymond Richard) 
Martine 


Q: How do you descrite your work? Its not straight science fic- 
tion. Its not fantasy, straight away. It's not sword and 
sorcerye It*s not space operas or spaced operae How would you 
classify it? 


MARTIN: I consider it to be science fictions I don’t put it in 
any special sub-category. I think there are other science fic- 
tion writers who are doing different things than I write, as 

well as those doing similar things. I*ve done things occasion= 
ally that could be classified in those categories, not terribly 
manye But for the most part I don't break it down any further. 


Q: Do you feel {as some have said) that you have been clearly 
influenced by Robert Heinlein? You do, for example, keep many 
of your stories in the same sort of universe, with the same plan- 
ets and inhabitants. 


MARTIN: Well, that*s true, but in that sense 70 to 80 per cent 
are sons of Heinlein by that standard. Future histories have 
proliferated and virtually everyone has them, or fuses similar 
backgrounds through stories. Point of fact I have several (such 
backerounds) I work with, one more often than the others. I have 
not been consciously influenced by Heinlein, though I've read 
virtually everything that he's written. A matter of fact the 
first science fiction book I ever read was Have Space Suit,Will 
Travel. 


Q: How are space probes like Mariner going to affect science fice 
tion, planetary science fiction? Are writers just going to go 
to the next planet or what? 


MARTINs Generally speaking, the more we*ve found out and the fur 
ther the space program has advanced, it has tended to close doors 
on those locales, because it tends to restrict writers. There 
are always those who enjoy working with known facts, who will 
take whatever data is sent over Mariner, whatever data comes out 
of a moon landing and use it to extrapolate more accurate sto= 
ries. For example, John Varley, who's been nominated for the 
John Campbell Award (given to the best new writer in the field) 
for the last two years, is working exclusively in our solor sys-= 
tem with the very real backgrounds that we know about. 

(This data) does destroy favorite locales of science fiction 
writers. When Roger Zelazny wrote Doors of His Face, Lamps of 
His Mouth, there was a probe already on the way to Venus, and he 
said "You know, after that probe gets back we’re not going to be 
able to do these swampy Venus stories anymoree So I think I*1ll 
write the last swampy Venus storye" He sat down, wrote it, got 
it published, and sure enough, it was the last swampy Venus 
storye Now you have to go out to the stars if you want a planet 
just like Venus would have been twenty years ago. 


Q: What difference does it make since everyone kind of knew 
Venus wasn’t swampy and Mars wasn't like Martian Chronicles of 
Rose for Ecclesiastes? What difference does it make to have a 
probe go out and confirm it? 


MARTIN# I think science fiction readers insist that you don’t 
contradict known fact. As long as there was some possibility 
that there was a swampy Venus, the readers didn’t grouch too 
much and write in saying “It probably isn't swampy, you know." 
Once you had the accurate details on what Venus was really like, 

surface temperature, atmospheres and all of that, then if you'd 
“published a swampy Sones story, everybody would have come down 
on your head. 


Q: Do you feel that science fiction writers should have a strong 
science background? 


MARTINe No. My science background is not very strong at all,but 
my kind of science fiction is not necessarily concerned with 
sciencee Many people belabor the point that"science fiction” is 
a misnomer, that it should be called something else. Maybe it 
should be, but nobody's going to change the name at this pointe 
That doesn’t mean it has to have very much science in it. I try 
not to make any scientific errors in my stories. I use a variant

Dorf: Well, Kirk, it's good to see you. I would like to talk 

a little bit about your reaction to fan conventions. You've 
gone to several now in the past six years. Do you remember your 
very first impression of a fan convention? 


Alyn: Yes. My very first convention was in Houston, Texas. I 
didn't know what to expect, because when I was told it was a con- 
vention I said, "Well, what kind of a convention?" They said,

There were kids there, 
all right, but they were grown-up kids--kids who remembered me 
when I did Superman and a whole lot of other things. And they 
were so delighted that I was there that it just elated me no end 
to have them remember. You know, it's always nice to be remem- 
bered. And I had more darned fun at that first convention! I'1] 
never forget it. ¢ 


Dorf: Where was your career at that point? 


Alyn: I had been thinking seriously of not doing anything. I 
was going to retire and probably do the things I always wanted 
to do--go travel a little bit. When I say travel, I'd traveled 
an awful lot in show business. I've been in it all my life. 
But, there are places in the world that I want to see specific- 
ally. And I thought, well, maybe I will someday go there and go 
here. But, somehow or other, when you've been in show business 
all your life, you just don't retire that easy. 


Dorf: Now, you also have a book that you sell at conventions. 
When did you decide to take advantage of the commercial aspects 
of these conventions? 


Alyn: Well, I'll tell you how it happened. These conventions 
were going full swing before I was asked to do my first one. 

And I began to get fan mail. And I couldn't understand why I 
was getting more fan mail now than I did when I made the pic- 
ture--this is 26 years after I did Superman. Well, the letters 
came, and there was a great big pile of them on my table. And 
one day I invited an actor friend of mine to the house and he 
says, "What's all that stuff on your table? What's this?" I 
said, "Fan letters." So he says, "Well, are you gonna answer 
them all?" I said, "Gee, I'd like to, but I don't have time." 
He said, "Well, you're nuts if you try to answer all that. 
You'll be doing nothing but answering fan letters." So he says, 
"Why don't you just read what they want to know in the letters 
and then write a book and then sell them the book?" I said, 
"You know, I never thought of that. And I could give them a lot 
of interesting stories." So I immediately sat down, and it only 
took me a couple of weeks because they were stories that I al- 
ready knew. It's not like a novel that you have to dream up--

"How am I gonna begin and how am I gonna fit this character in 
there?" So I wrote the book and it was ready. I started to 
write it in January. . 


Dorf: In January of what year? 


Alyn: In January of '71 I started to write it; February and’ © 
March I started peddling around trying to .get-it publishede»-Douy- 
bleday said they would publish it if I would try to make it a 
little bit longer. And I said, "How much longer would it be 
then, after I gave it to you, that it would be printed and ready 
to sell?" The man from Doubleday said, "Oh, it'll take about a 
year to a year and a half." I said, "Oh, gee, I can't wait that 
long. I've got to get it ready by June, when I go to Houston. 
They told me I was gonna do three or four television shows down 
there, and I've got two or three radio shows, and newspaper cov- 
erage, and here I am with nothing to sell." You know, there's 
always that. So, I was just kidding. But, anyway, I would gad 
around, and I had it published by June 7. And on June 8 I was . 
on the plane for Houston, and I had it ready to sell then. : 


Dorf: Were you still a member of the Screen Actors Guild at this 
time? ; 


Alyn: Oh, yes. I was.a member of Screen Actors Guild since its 
inception in New York, because in New York--before I came to Cal- 
ifornia--I did a lot of movie shorts, if you remember those. I 
did them with Hal Leroy, and I made a whole lot of them with Ben 
Blake in which I was an MC and introduced acts; there would be 
three or four acts and the band, and I'd put them together. And 
I did some shorts with Will Osborne. I did a lot of them. 


Dorf: Now, in the '70s did you feel it necessary to keep up 
your Screen Actors Guild card? 


Alyn: Well, you always do, anyway. Yes, you always do. When I 
thought I was going to retire, I got an honorable withdrawal 
card. You're still a member, but you pay no dues. And when you 
go back to work, you merely pay six months dues and you start 
back to work. 


Dorf: Is that the way you worked it? 


Alyn: That's the standard thing with the union, yes. And, of 


course, when I joined it was about 1934. And I've been a member 
ever since. 


Dorf: Were some of your contemporaries surprised at this sudden 
burst of interest in your’career after 27 years? Did they pick 
up on this? 


Alyn: Well, they tried, yes. But you see, fortunate for me, I 
got on--how can I put it?--I did a character which was out of 
this world and which did create an entirely different concept in 
comic strips. Superman! I mean, he revolutionized the comic 
book industry. And having done Superman--a man from another 
planet--it was kind of a sensational thing, even when I did the 
picture; just as sensational as when the comic book came out. 

So it was easy for me to reactivate because a lot of people saw 


re when the comic book was popular. I made the serial and they 
remembered me. And so the grown-ups all came to me and said, 
“Mr. Alyn, you're my hero," and so forth. 


Dorf: Now, following the completion of the Superman serial, 
were you typecast, or was it easy to get jobs after that? 


Alyn: Boy, I was so typecast you wouldn't believe it! It's one 
of those things that happens to other people, but you never think 
it's going to happen to you. And I had done about seven or eight 
pictures for the same producer prior to doing Superman, and I 
didn't know they were even casting Superman. The producer called 
ee direct one day and asked me if I wanted to do Superman. And 

I said, "Well, certainly I want to do it. It's another picture 
isn't it?" He says, "Yes, it's a picture," and asked me down to 
ethe office. So I came down to the office and took all of about 

a fifteen minute interview. . I met the people from National Com- 
ics--they OK'd it and everything. It wasn't until I went to sign 
the contract that the girl said to me, "You know, we looked at 
about 125 people before we decided on you, sir." So I was very 
surprised, and I still don't know, to this day, whether I should 
be flattered by that or whether I should be hurt by it or what. 


Dorf: Well, it seems you're still the favorite Superman. I 
guess physically you look most like the character of any actor 
who has ever portrayed Superman. I know that when you travel 
around the country and go to conventions that you always manage 
to get newspaper space. In Canada, I believe, you got front page 
newspaper space. 


Alyn: And in Dallas and Memphis. 
Dorf: Now, has this revitalized your career? 


Alyn: Yes, it has. And this is why I started to tell you ear- 
lier about Alaska. I got there on the strength of this. And now 
they're thinking of other things for me to do on the strength of 
this, because the nostalgia conventions aren't waning--they're 
still building. They're still snowballing. God knows when they 

~are going to stop or where they are going to end. There: is more 
and more interest in them all the time. People are beginning to 
find out about them. They're beautiful, and I think it's heal- 
thy and good for everyone to have a hobby that's as clean and 
nice as this. 


Dorf: What did you do during your layoff period? I know a lot 
of people would like to know what else there is to the life of 
an actor. There are usually long periods of inactivity and un- 
employment, unless you're in a television series and you're work- 
ing all the time. But when the series ends there are often long 
.periods.of unemployment. Do you have any other hobbies besides 
» acting? Are there any activities that you like to do? 
Alyn: Oh, yes. Going back to pretelevision--when I was first 
married and right up until I got a divorce--one of my hobbies 
has been cooking, because my wife didn't know how to cook. I 
was married to her for fourteen years and I did all the cooking 
for the kids and for our company and for everybody. 


Dorf: What was her name? 


Alyn: Her name was O'Brien, Virginia O'Brien. The deadpan 
sa singer. eas cccote, angie (ERS 


Dorf: © 1 remember her in several of the MGM movies. 


« ee) - 
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Alyn: Yes, she did two musicals a year at MGM for about nine or 
ten years. 


Dorf: She was in the Marx Brothers film, The Big Store, as 1 
remember. 


Alyn: That was her first big picture. 
Dorf: She was a lousy cook? 


Alyn: She wasn't a cook. Let's put it that way. I won't say 
she was lousy. 


Dorf: And that's why you became a cook? 


Alyn: No. I knew how to cook all my life. I've got to tell a 
story sometime that was during the Depression, what I did for 
ten cents. 


Dorf: Tell us now. 


«Alyn: Well, in New York during the Depression we would pool our 
assets, you see--three or four guys--at this point there were 
four people. So we pooled all our money together and we had ten 

" cents, so I cooked dinner for four guys on ten cents, and.we 
were all well-fed and full. The way we did it was to go down 
to the docks where they unloaded vegetables and everything. 
When you unload bags of vegetables, a little will fall on the 
ground, and they picked them all up and put them in the bin. 
Well, I went down and got a penny's worth of onions, and they 
gave me plenty. A penny's worth of carrots and a penny's 
worth of something else and a penny's worth of potatoes and 
a penny's worth of something else. And in this way I got all 
the vegetables I could get. Then we went down further and I 
got eggs. Eggs were a penny apiece, and there were four of 
us, so I got four eggs. So we had four eggs and a lot of veg- 
etables. Now, I had a coffee pot which someone gave me to 
carry with me in vaudeville, you see. And I carried this cof- 


fee pot with me, plus I had an iron to iron my own clothes be- 
cause we didn't make that much money that we could afford a 
tailor. I ironed clothes after every show, so I had this iron. 
So I cleaned the coffee pot and put all the vegetables inside. 
When the vegetables were all boiled, I put them aside and took 
the iron. I turned it upside down, propped it up with a couple 
of books, heated it up, and fried the eggs on it. So each guy 
got one egg, and we had a lot of vegetables. Now, I didn't 
throw out the water that was left in there. I poured that out 
in a glass and each of us had enough water to have a glass of 
that vegetable soup. And by the time we were through eating 
everything, we were full. Of course, it wasn't a gourmet meal, 
but we were full and we were healthy. It was a healthy meal-- 
all vegetables. 


Dorf: That's very resourceful, Kirk. You don't have to do that 
now, do you? 


Alyn: No, fortunately I don't. 
Dorf: How is the sale of your book coming? 


Alyn: Oh, it went fine. I didn't let stores handle it, because-- 
I don't know, I felt funny in this respect--when somebody buys my 
book, I know he's a fan and wants to know about the story of the 
things I did and about Superman. And when he buys it from me, I 
have a nice feeling after that. A fellow will really want my 
book, so I autograph it and sell it to him. I only sell it at 
conventions, or by mail if somebody writes me for it. 


Dorf: Did you have any formal training as an actor? 


Alyn: No, I didn't when I got into show business. I'1] tell 
you, the only training I got was when I was in about the fifth 
or sixth grade and I had a pal whose uncle was in vaudeville. 
His uncle was a hoofer--a tap dancer--and an acrobat and all 
that. So he knew how to tap dance very well, and I said, "Show 
me a couple of steps," and we'd get in his garage and he'd show 
me a few little steps. And I used to do maybe one chorus of 
waltz clog, one chorus of buck-and-wing, and I finally learned 
one chorus of soft-shoe. And I used to think, Oh, man, this is 
great. Now, I wouldn't do this in front of people, because I 
was very shy. But I would do it in his garage, just he and I 
alone, see? : , 


Dorf: How old were you at this time? 


Alyn: Oh, I don't know. I think I was maybe twelve? And I let 
it go at that, but I always knew how to do that much. Now, when 
I went to New York I went specifically to go to Columbia School 
of Journalism--and this was in September. It was kind of late 
to be enrolling in school, but that's when I went up to enroll. 
Things being like they were, I couldn't get there any sooner, 
right? Anyway, I got there without much money, and in those days 
you had to get a roommate to cut down expenses--going to school 
cost money, and all that. So I talked to a fellow there, and he 
says, "How about you and I sharing a room. I know a place where 
we can get a room very reasonably. And do you know what we paid 
for a room? Now this was all over New York, not a specific bad 
location or anything. We paid three dollars a week. 


Dorf: What year was this? 


Alyn: This is 1929--September '29. Now, we paid a dollar and a 
half apiece. I had trouble getting my dollar and a half up, but 
I got it up every week, and we managed to eat. And so one day 
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' off of Broadway.

roommate says to me, "Say, you can tap dance a little bit. 

He had been in sev- 
Well, I didn't know what he meant. 
He said, "Try out for a show. Why 
don't you try out? You know you could do it--sure, at night--and 
then go to school in the daytime. That way you'll make some mon- 
ey, and we'll all have money." I said, "Well, it sounds like a 
good idea, but I can't get out there and do that in front of all 
those people." I was very shy--very shy. So he invited me down 
to watch him, and I agreed. 
I remember it like it was yesterday, there on 52nd Street, right 
So he said, "You watch how it's done." So 
there were maybe fifty or a hundred singers there, see, and then 
he got up and auditioned. He sang "Ah, Sweet Mystery of Life." 
You know, every tenor sings "Ah, Sweet Mystery of Life" and every 
baritone sings "Old Man River." But, anyway, there came a time 
when they got all through with the singers. Then the stage man- 
ager says, "All right, all you singers offstage! Everybody out- 
Side! All right, dancers, come on in! Who's first?" and every- 
one says, "He's first, he's been waiting," and my friend pushes 
me out on stage. So as he's pushing me out, I was embarrassed to 
tears, but this guy on the piano started playing, and I went into 
my buck-and-wing, see. The fellow out front only wanted to know 
that I could tap dance and that I could keep time, because they 
were going to choreograph and teach you everything. So he didn't 
want to know if I knew a lot of routines. So he says to me--and 
I didn't hear him say this--"All right, that's enough, get off." 
And I didn't hear him; I kept on dancing because I was nervous 
and I was scared. So finally he screamed at me, "Get the hell 
off the stage!" You know, like they usually do. They don't 
mince words. He said, "For Christ's sake, you did enough." So 

I got off the stage and said he shouldn't have done that to me, 
but my friend says, "Come on outside, it's all right. In show 
business they all do it. They all talk rough like that. Don't 
even pay no-attention to ‘em." So I didn't give the stage man- 
ager my name or my phone number, and I didn't belong to @ union. 


eral Broadway shows. 


' Two weeks later my roommate came home, and he says, “Hey, they're 
looking for you." 


I said, "Who's ‘looking for me?" He said, 

"You know the job where you danced? You got the job, but they 
Go down to the theater, quick! 

So I went 
down to the theater and the dance director looked at me and he 
said, “Where the hell have you been? Get on down there and learn 
those numbers." This is how I got my first job. So I didn't 
know from anything. 


Dorf: 


D That's very exciting. 
any of your roles? 


Now, were you required to act in 


qe: No, and you couldn't get me to say a word for a long time. 


couldn't even announce my own dance. After I got into vaude- 
ville, then finally, little by little, I got to talk, because 
they made me say a few things--play a straight man to the comics 
and say a few words. And I got along fine. When I was in Girl 
Crazy 1 learned how to spin ropes and do a tap dance at the same 
time. We dressed like cowboys, spun ropes, and did tap dances. 
We had two girls with us, and we had a cute little act. 


Dorf: What happened to the journalism? 
Alyn: Well, sir, what happened was that I didn't realize you 


had to rehearse for four weeks until midnight every night, and 
then you had to go on the road to break the show in for another ~ 


I said, > 


So we went down to the Alvin Theater. 


four weeks. So by the time I got back, I was already eight weeks 
behind in my studies. And then, too, I got fifty dollars a week, 
which, in that period, was a heck of a lot of money. And all 
those people were out of work during the Depression, you know-- 
it was right after the crash--so I thought, fifty bucks a week! 
In those days there was no withholding, no taxes, no nothing, so 
I said, "Man! This is more money than I'll ever make as a jour- 
nalist." So I just forgot about the journalism entirely. 


Dorf: Did you ever, in later years, have a desire to pick up the 
threads of your journalism career? 


Alyn: No, I kept awfully busy, fortunately, all my life in show 
business. If I didn't do one thing, I did another. When I was 
a dancer, I didn't let it go at those little bits I had learned. 
I studied ballet and-I studied all kinds of things. And when I 
tell you I studied, I mean I studied. J rehearsed ten hours a 
day. I took a lesson in the morning, like at 11:30 in the morn- 
ing, and one at 5:30 in the afternoon. And I took two ballet 
lessons a day for two solid years. And in between I rehearsed, 
because I was determined I was going to be a damned good dancer, 


which later I was. 


Dorf: Of course you got over your shyness. 


Alyn: Oh yes, yes. In my first show there was a charming little 
Russian girl with an accent. She saw the problem I had and she 
came over and helped out a little bit. 


Dorf: What was the most money you have made at one time--from 
one job? 


Alyn: Well, I got my salary. Today it doesn't seem like much, 
but in those days it was a lot of money. Today, ten times more 
than that would be about right. The most I ever earned was about 
$1000 a week, and that's as high as I ever got. A lot of actors 
got more. . 


Dorf: What were you doing for a thousand a week? 


Alyn: Well, this was in pictures. Now, on stage I didn't make 
that kind of money. . On stage, $250 to $300 was a lot of money. 
$400 was the most I ever made. Then I was the leading man op- 

posite Illona Massey. 


Dorf: Did you make good money on the Superman serial? 


Alyn: No.~ I say not good money considering what a big splash 
the picture had made and what it did to my career. I only made 
my regular salary, which was then eight or nine hundred dollars, 
or closer to a thousand dollars. I did get a lot of overtime, 
which caused it to be about $1500. 


Dorf:. Per week? 


Alyn: Oh, yes. You see, the leading man always works from sun- 
rise to sunset, and you work ten, twelve hours a day. But they 
have to give you ten hours in between calls. And very often when 
they didn't give me ten hours between calls, they were obligated 
to pay me an extra day, plus the next day's work and the over- 
time. So I got it up to about $1500. 

Dorf: Did you lose any weight while you were making the serial? 
Alyn: Yes, I did. I lost about fourteen or fifteen pounds on 
one serial. 


Dorf: Was it made in sequence, Kirk? 


Alyn: No. Serials are not made in sequence, since it's one 
story--one continuous story. When I made it, I didn't even know 
where one chapter ended and the next began. This all happens in 
the cutting room, later on--the cutter and the director get to- 
gether and they cut it up. So, you see, it's cheaper and easier 
to make it that way because when you break the story down, every- 
thing that you have to do on location, in one place, you do at 
that location for the two or three days or however long it takes. 
And then, when you move to another location, you do everything 
that's in all fifteen chapters at that location. And this is 
how you save money., because there isn't much moving back and 
forth. 


Dorf: Now, when the serial was finished, were you able to keep 
the uniform? I remember seeing photos of you in the movie mag- 
azines of the forties at various celebrity functions. I remember 
a baseball game where you appeared as Superman, in costume. Did 
you do this on your own, or did you have to go through the stu- 
dio? 


Alyn: It was the studio who asked me to do it. And that was 

the only time I was ever out with that uniform, because it was 

in my contract that I wasn't allowed to tell anyone that I was 
Superman--only Clark Kent. They said they didn't mind if I said 
I was Clark Kent, but Superman, no. And I wasn't allowed to be 
seen on the studio lot with the uniform on. Nobody was allowed. 
in on the set while I. was working as Superman. So it was kind of 
a little annoying after a while because of the changing of 
clothes and putting on long robes and covering myself up when- 
ever I went to lunch or had to goacross from one stage to ano- 
ther. But I'm sorry that we can't get to see the serial, because 
it's a teriffic serial. Not because I did it, but because it was 
done well, with a lot of action with the finest action director 
in the business, Spence Bennett. 
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@) 
Dorf: “Why can't we get to see it? Is this serial lost? 


Alyn: Oh no, it's not lost. As a matter of fact, Carmine Infan- 
tino himself told me that they had a copy of it in the National 
Comics vault. I know that Columbia has a copy of it in their 
vault, too, and I'm almost sure that they have one out here at 
Warner Communications. See, they produce the television series, 
and it would be competition to theirs, so they don't want it. 


Dorf: I should think that it would be the other way around. I 
should think that the more exposure Superman can get as a charac- 
ter, the more beneficial it would be to selling the comic books 
and the television show. 


Alyn: I believe it would be, too. But, then, I suppose they're 
afraid there may be a comparison. As a matter of fact, there was 

-an article in the paper that Forry Ackerman told me about. He 
wrote a rebuttal to this article because they were talking about 
making this new picture, and while they were talking about mak- 
ing this new picture, they were referring to the old Superman, 
and what they were talking about was the television series. Now, 
that's not old at all; it's still running. Now, it incensed him 
a bit, so he wrote a nice rebuttal and sent it to the Los Angeles 
Times. 


Dorf: You also made a Blackhawk serial. Did you make that be- 
fore the Superman serial? 


Alyn: No, that was after Superman. That was made in ‘52. The 
last Superman was made in 1950. Blackhawk was a comic book which 
came out after the second world war. The characters in the book 
were made up of volunteer flyers from various countries. There 
was an Englishman, an American, a Yugoslavian, and a Frenchman. 
There were about seven or, eight of them. And these fellows, af- 
ter the war was over, decided to stay together and be do-gooders, 
or crimefighters. They used their planes and called themselves 
the Blackhawks because my name--the lead character's--was George 
Blackhawk, as they explained it in the first book. I'm told that 
at that time--when it came out--it outsold Superman on the stands. 
It was very popular, and this is why we made the picture. Of 
course, since Quality Comics sold over to National, they have 
changed the character entirely--it's a different charcter now. 


Dorf: Were there any other comic book charcters that you had a 
chance to play? Were there any projects in the works that never 
materialized? : 


Alyn: Yes. Republic called me and asked if* I would do Captain 
America. I said, "Well, certainly." And this was before Super- 
man. I said, "Sure, I'd like to do Captain America. That would 
be great," So the guy who called said, "All right Kirk, we'll 
start ... ." Well, they had a starting date which was clear, 

and I had nothing at the time, so I said, "That'll be great. I'm 
not doing anything at that time. 1I'11 be glad to do it." And» 
then, all of a sudden, they called me saying, "Kirk, they've got 
to use the stage for something and we've got to move our schedule 
up thirty days. Can you start Monday?" I said, "Monday? I just 
OK'd a picture. I'll be on a picture for two weeks." He said, 
"Oh, God. Now we've got to find somebody else in a hurry." So 
they got Dick Purcell. It was a very quick thing, you know. I 
would -have done Captain America, though. I would've liked to 
have done that. 


Dorf: Getting back to comic conventions, kids will talk, and 
some of them are a little cruel. I have heard the criticism that 
Kirk Alyn is here again with his same old bag of tricks. And 
I've heard that some of them were kind of bored. I mean, that's 
what they're saying. And I don't mean to hurt you. This comes 
hard for me, because I don't want to hurt your feelings. 


Alyn: You go right ahead. I've been in show business too long. 


Dorf: But, the word is that Kirk Alyn is only selling Kirk Alyn 
now. He's only promoting Kirk-Alyn. And what is Kirk Alyn doing? 
He's not doing anything. 


Alyn: Well, he is now. 
Dorf: So, how would you answer this kind of criticism? Of 
course, this is why we're doing the interview. Because I know 
you, and I ‘know there are many sides to you and your career. 
But, maybe, have you thought of a new angle? In show business, 
when an act géts too tired they come out with a new act. Have 
you thought about another course? : 


Alyn: Let me tell you something. They won't let you forget the 
old one. They'1l1 keep asking you questions about the old one, 
and you're obligated to answer the old questions. And that's what 
happens. I can stand up there on the stage and I can tell them 
what I did in Alaska, what I'm going-to-do as a producer, and 
_what I'm going to do as this or that, and they say, "Mr. Alyn, 
-what about Superman? Did you ever get hurt?" And I'm back to 
the old thing again, you see. They just won't let you forget 
the old Superman. And I figure this is why I'm here. They want 
to know about it, so I'11 talk about it. I can talk about a lot 
of things, though. I was on a cooking show here in San Diego. 
I don't know whether you saw me or not. 


Dorf: No, I didn't. 


Alyn: First I did my half-hour, and then they asked me if I 
wanted to be on the cooking show following. I said I'd love to 
be on it. Another of my hobbies is furniture making, so if 
they'd had a furniture-making show, I'd have been on that. 


There are an awful lot of other things I'd like to talk about, 
too. There are a lot of girls, you know, in this business. 


Dorf: You did a radio show project with Jim Harmon. I recently 
talked to Jim, who, of course, is also one of your closest 
friends and one of your biggest fans. Could you tell me a lit- 
tle bit about how it was? Had you ever worked on radio in the 
forties? ; é 

Alyn: Oh, yes. I worked on radio. I wasn't what they'd call a 
radio actor, and I didn't devote all of my time trying to be in 
radio. But when you're laying off and somebody says there's a 
couple spots on the radio, I'd accept them. You know, what's 
radio? You simply read the script instead of memorizing it. And 
that's about all I can say. However, there are a lot of things 
you have to do to be a good radio actor. You have to devote your 
full time, just like you do for the stage. I did "Portia Faces 
Life"; I did "The Whistler"; I did eight or ten different shows. 
When I first came to California, Mary Astor did a show here 
called’ the Mary Astor Showcase, on NBC. And I got on the Mary 
Astor Showcase. I did a little stint on that. 


Dorf: Tell me a little bit about the new Curly Bradley show, 
which Jim Harmon put together. Did you enjoy working on that? 


Alyn: Yes. We had a skinny budget, of course. Curly Bradley 
was the fellow who did Tom Mix, as you know, and then he did his 
own show called "Singing Cowboy," out of Chicago. He had been 
retired from show business when he finished his radio shows. 
That_was his entire career, in Chicago. So when Jim asked me 

to play something, I agreed to do it. You know, I didn't care 
whether he paid me or not. I'd go down and put in an hour or 

so. We'd tape the show. And I said, "Fine, forget it." This 

is how I did it with him. Now, I don't know how the other actors 
did it, but I did it this way. Because we're very good friends.

Dorf: Have you in recent years, besides writing: your book, 
thought about writing scripts? 


Alyn: No, I've never thought of writing scripts. But I am en- 
larging the book because, contrary to some of these fellows who 
say all I'm selling is Kirk Alyn, I still get letters, not only 
from the United States, but from Ireland, from Scotland, from 
Australia, from England, and from various other places in the 
world. Now, I'll tell you what those letters are like. A fellow 
from Scotland wrote me and said, "Mr. Alyn, I bought your book 
when I was in England, and I read it. It brought back so many 
memories that I wish you could write more about them." So, again 
I say, contrary to what these kids might say, I'm constantly bom- 
barded with questions about Superman. And because they remember 
this, or Blackhawk, I just have to keep talking about it, whether 
_I like it or not. 


Dorf: I'm sure there are a lot of stories that you haven't even 
told us yet. 


Alyn: Oh, yes. There are lots of them. I have to confine it 
to what they ask me, you see, because there I am; I've got an 
hour to talk. Or, if they come to the table and ask questions, 
I'll answer the questions. Now, as these new things come out-- 
these new things that I'm doing--I don't think they will be as 
interesting to a lot of people as that sensational character 
Superman was, because he was a sensational character. He was 
out of this world. Ai! he's not just somebody that you can re- 
late to and say, well, if my cousin did that, he did it better. 
ee can do better. This is what all these stories are 
ike. 


Dorf: Well, I have a Superman question to ask you that I am sure 


you have never been asked before. But before I get to that--we'll 
end the interview with that--when I ran into you last weekend at 
the ClaytonCon, where we honored Forrest J. Ackerman as "King of 
the Fans," you told me that you had recently returned from Alaska. 
Can you tell me a little bit about your Alaska trip? What was 
your purpose for going to Alaska? 


Alyn: Well, we did the first of a series of specials on tele- 
vision, and they were taped. There was Jim Backus, Don "Red" 
Berry, and Kirk Alyn on this first show. The show was called 
"We're Number One," and it's very obvious again why I was there: 
I was number one Superman. And, therefore, they wanted to know 
some of the exciting things that I did as Superman. So, no 
matter where I go, I just can't live it down. So that is the 
show. They flew me all the way to Alaska to do it, and they 
paid me very well. And they want me to go back and do a feature 
picture in May. Now, this won't be about Superman. It will be 
about Alaska, but I will play one of the leads in it. 


Dorf: Had you ever been to Alaska before? 


Alyn: No. This was my very first trip to Alaska, and I was very 
excited about it. 


Dorf: What's it like, Kirk? 


Alyn: Well, you see, having traveled across this nation from 
coast to coast and back again so many times in vaudeville, bands, 
and everything, I thought that I had seen everything there was to 
see: Niagra Falls, the Grand Canyon; you see all these great big 
things that nature put here. Well, when I got to Alaska, all I 
knew about it was what Robert Service wrote. I knew a bunch of 
boys was whoopin' it up in a Yukon saloon, and I knew "The Crema- 
tion of Sam McGee." And these are the kind of things that I re- 
member about Alaska. And, you know, when I went up there, I 
wasn't disappointed a bit from what Robert Service wrote. That 
is the last frontier. Did you know that Alaska is one-third the 
size of the whole United States? 


Dorf: That's pretty big. 


Alyn: That's one-third, and it only has a population of 350,000. 
Now, how do you like that? So it is a frontier. There are towns 
like Kodiak, and Anchorage, where I was, and then there's Fair- 
banks and Nome. You'd think they are big cities, but they're not. 
They are what we would call little towns spread apart, and each 
one of them is different from the other. I didn't get around to 
see very much of it, but that's why I'm anxious to go back again 
in May. I really want to see the mountains. They're so massive 

I don't know how to explain it. It's beautiful. You know, 
there's a line in that "Shooting of Dan McGrew" which says, 

“With hunger not of the belly kind that vanishes with bacon and 
beans/But that gnawing hunger of lonely men for a home and all 
that it means." And there you are, "Homed in" with a silence 
you could almost hear. That's the kind of feeling you get. Just 
picture yourself in the silence, that awesome silence that's so 
loud you can almost hear it. It's almost contradictory when you 
say it, but that's the feeling you get. 


Dorf: How was it working with Jim Backus? 


Alyn: Aw, it was a million laughs, of course. You know Jim 
Backus--whether you see him on television on a funny show or 
you're talking to him in his room or you're down having coffee 
with him, he's Jim Backus, that's all. And he's just one laugh 
after another--a million laughs. There again, you see, Jim Back- 
us has been in show business all of his life--as long as I have, 
or maybe longer--and yet, they won't let him forget that one 
little character, Mr. Magoo. They will not let him forget. And 
whenever he gets up, it's "Do Mr. Magoo, do Mr. Magoo." So they 
could equally say about him, "All he's selling is Mr. Magoo." 
But that was the very great character with him. 


Dorf: When will we get a chance to see this film, "We Are Number 
One"? 


Alyn: 1 don't know how they are going to release it; whether 
they are going to make twenty more or fifteen more before they 
release it, or whether they are going to release them singly. 
I don't know, but they've already got them sold. 


Dorf: This is for television? 


Alyn: This is for television. As an actor, as you probably know, 
I've made pictures that I didn't even know the title of. They 
give you a number. The reason for this is that you can't copy- 
right a title, so you wait until the picture is released and then 
the title is released with it. In this case, how they're going 

to sell it, I don't know. I don't bother myself with the busi- 
ness end of it. I do it, forget it, get the money, and go home. 


Dorf: You talked a while ago about furniture making. Are you 
seriously into producing furniture? Do you make it for your 
friends? 


Alyn: I was. Right after the second world war, as you know, you 
couldn't buy furniture. And during the war they were getting 
second-hand stuff and doctoring it up--stripping it and fixing it 
up. And I did some of that. My wife went out and bought one 
piece of furniture, what they called a dry sink. It was a little 
bit of a cupboard where they put dishes off the table. And she 


paid a price for it that appalled me. I said, "You paid that ) 
much? Hell, I can make stuff like that." She says, "Oh, you 
can't make stuff like that." And then she was going to go out 

and buy a cobbler's bench. I said, "You can't buy a cobbler's 
bench for as big a sofa as we've got in here. It's gonna look 
silly." So I made her a cobbler's bench. And she looked at it 
and wasn't quite sure whether she liked it. But when people came 
to the house, they said, "Virginia, where did you get such a beau- 
tiful cobbler's? Oh, where did you get it?" Well, she'd sit 
there and look at it and say, "Well, I'm not going to tell you 
where I got it." She never told anyone that I made it. And then 
they'd say, "Would you sell it?" They went on flattering her. 

So then she said, "Go ahead and make some more furniture." So 

I made every stick of furniture in our house: dining room table, 
chairs, everything; like George Montgomery, a friend of mine. I 
used to go to his shop and talk to his apprentice.

Dorf: Kirk, I know you've always prided yourself that you're a 
ladies’ man. 


Alyn: Oh, no. I didn't exactly pride myself, really. But I 
loved the ladies, anyway. Let's put it that way. 


Dorf: Kirk, you've always loved the ladies, and I'm sure you 
never had any problems getting dates. But, as Superman did you 
find that your love life improved? Did you ever have any roman- 
ces because you were Superman? 


Alyn: Well, I suppose there were some dates that I had after 
that. Now, you must remember I was married when I did Superman. 
But, then, not too long afterward I was divorced. Then I had 
girls call and say to me, "Are you really Superman? I mean, are 
you really?": And I have some funny things to tell you, but I'm 
not going to tell you on tape. But anyway, I did, I suppose, get 
a lot of dates because girls were curious. 


Dorf: Did you find it easy to live up to the Superman image? 


Alyn: Well, you see, I talk fast, and what I didn't do one way, 
I talked it up a little bit, and this way I got by with it. But 
we had a lot of fun. We had a lot of laughs. I did get a lot 
of dates because of Superman. Yes. 


Dorf: Now, in recent years you've had a chance to meet the crea- 
tors of Superman, Jerry Seigel and Joe Shuster. Has this been 
exciting for you? 


_Alyn: Oh, yes, very enjoyable. I met both of them. They were 


both very close friends. As a matter of fact, when I come back 
down here in a couple of weeks, I have already made a date with 
Joe Shuster and his new wife, to have dinner with them here. I- 


enjoy talking with this man. He's such an uplifting fellow when | 
you talk with him. He's so elated with everything--he's full of 
life. And I can look back and picture him when he was seventeen, 
how he could dream up and get excited about something out of this 
universe, because that's about how old he was when he and Seigel 
created Superman. And now whenever I see them, I have a great 
deal of fun with them. And I'm so happy that Joe is married. 

And he has a lovely wife--a very lovely wife--Judy. They make a 
wonderful pair. I'11 bet their life is a lot of joy and effer- 
vescence always, because this is how they strike me. I saw them 
at the convention just the day before yesterday and they were 


like that there. They were just so bubbling over with everything. | 


They were enjoying everything there. 


Dorf: There's no doubt about it: These are new and happy days 
for Seigel and Shuster and for Kirk Alyn. It just seems that the 
character that once caused you to be typecast has now, really, at 
this stage in your life, become your best friend. Superman really 
is your best friend, isn't he? 


Alyn: I believe so. And I'm awfully happy now that I did it, 
because I've made hundreds and hundreds of friends because of it. 
And at these conventions it's nice to have people walk up to me 
and say, “Boy, I've grown up with you and I've seen every one of 
these things, and you don't know how much you've done to my life. 
You're my hero." These things are flattering and nice. I meet a 
lot of people through all of these things. 


Dorf: You like people. 


Alyn: I like people very much. And, to me, this is the great- 
est thing. It isn't that I'm trying to sell myself. I like 
meeting new people, and I like to listen to them, too. I'm also 
a good listener--I don't always talk. I'11 sit and listen for 
hours if people tell all about themselves, because I like to 
listen. 


Dorf: Well, thank you very much, Kirk. It was a very good in- 
terview.

of Harlan Ellison's technique of researching stories. He*’s a 
good friend of Ben Bova, current editor of Analog, who worked at 
Avco Laberatories in Boston- a trained scientist. Harlan onced 
described his technique as he would call up Ben and say "Ben, I 
have this guy on an asteroid and it has no air, and he’s green 
and he’s glowing. How do I explain that?" And Ben would say 
"ah! Well, you do (da-da-da-da-da)." And Harlan would say "Oh, 
great!" I don't call up Ben Bova, but I have other people I 
know who know . about science, and I call them up and say, 
“Well, how could I do this?" 


Qt What do you think of Star Trek? 


MARTIN: It*s not a case of did Star Trek originate anything.Star 
Trek originated virtually nothinge All of the ideas in Star 
Trek had been present in older, written science fiction forms. 
They've been filtered through Star Trek and have come out ina 
bit more specialized form, so you not only have direct Star Trek 
books, but you also have imitations under another name, like 
Steven Tall's Stardust series. It's the same basic formula. 
He's just changed the furniture. I don't think television has 


had a noticeable effect on written science fiction.

Qs: Do you think the popularity of something like Star Trek 
helps science fiction significantly? 


MARTIN: It’s hard to say. There are various theories on that. 
I don’t think anything's been proven one way or the other. Some 
people say all these Star Trek people will eventually start 
reading “real" science fiction or start reading printed science 
fiction, and since there's so many millions of them, your audi- 
ence will increase. I don’t know if that's happened so far in 
too many cases. My wife started as a Star Trek fan, but then I 
started as a comics fan, so I have a checkered past too. I 
haven't attended any of the Star Trek conventions as an actual 
attendee, but I've dropped in on one or two of them for short 
times. I've (also) talked to other people who have attended 
them, and the general impression I get is that they are not 
interested in the rest of science fiction at all, with rare 
exceptions. They're pretty exclusively interested in Star Trek. 
Harlan Ellison has attended many Star Trek conventions, and to 
the people at those conventions he's somebody who wrote “The 
City at the Edge of Forever". That's it. “Did he write other 
things too? Oh. All right." 


Q: Were you surprised your novella "Song for Lya" won the Hugo? 


MARTIN: Yese It was pretty clear by the time that year (1974) 
was halfway over that there were two major contenders for the 
award that year- Robert Silverberg'’s™Born With the Dead" and 
"Lya™= which had been published in the two major magazines, 
Analog and the Magazine of Fantasy and Science Fiction. I 
thought I had a very good chance, but then things started hap- 
pening. The Locus poll came oute Locus is the newspaper of 
science fiction, and up until last year there have been more 


. people voting on the Locus poll than on the Hugos. I finished 


second in the Locus poll, but Silverberg just drubbed me. I was 
such a distant second I decided Silverberg had it wrapped up. 

I went to the Nebula banquet a week later and Silverberg beat me 
pretty solidly there too. So that was two; the Hugo was left. 

I said the same people are going to vote there that voted in the 
Locus poll, only less of them, so I'd lose again. Well, I 
didn't. I gave up trying to predict these things at that point. 


Q: Do you place more importance on the Nebula award or the Hugo? 


MARTIN: I place more importance on the Hugo, I guess, since I 
have one. They clearly have demonstrated better taste than 
Nebula voters. They*re really about equally prestigeouse The 
Hugos have a much larger base= in order to win you have to have 
several hundred people voting for you, thinking your story's the 
best of the yeare so it means more in that sense. They have 
1500 ballets in the Hugos. (The Nebula is awarded by the 
Science Fiction Writers of America) The SFWA only has about 400 
members, and only about 100 of them bother to vote, so you can 
win a Nebula with relatively few votes. 


Q: In the Nebulas, do you think writers vote on the basis of the 
story or on the basis of the person? 


MARTIN: Some people only vote for their friends and some only on 
the stories. But that also goes on in the Hugos, tooe If you 
analyze these,you'll find definite patterns. Writers who go to 
conventions win more Hugos. The fans know who they aree They*ve 
gotten drunk with them. They*ve talked to them so they're in- 
clined to remember them and vote for them. Just going to con- 
ventions doesn’t mean you're going to win a Hugo either. The 
Nebulas are much smaller and tends to be more cliaguish, but it 
all balances oute What you get is writers read stories by their 
friends more often. If ten stories are out and you've never 
heard of nine of them, but the tenth one's by your friend, you 
read that one first. But you usually like it too before voting 
for ite I think if friendships influence voting it's only ona 
subconscious or indirect level. 

_This year the Nebulas have enacted a change that unless it's 
reversed will make them significantly less important thean the 
Hugose Amazing and Fantastic, the two magazines published by 
Ultimate Publications, have been on shoestring budgets for a 
long time, and have been in a lot of disputes with writers and 
the Science Fiction Writers of America about paying writers, 
paying them late etc. It*s a whole complicated story, which 
goes back about ten yearse There have been various agreements 
and Ultimate has evidently violated them. This year SFWA has 
declared that stories published in Amazing and Fantastic are no 
longer eligible for the Nebulas, as a way of striking out at 
those two magazines. There’s a lot of things Amazing and Fantas- 
tic are doing that are not admirable things, that they should be 
jumped on for, but I think that policy of SFWA which was just 
announced about a month ago is just a pure disaster, just a 
totally wrong way to attack ite If they rule out a magazine 
they don’t want,they can’t say their award is for the best story 
of the year any longer. 


Qs How do you develop your stories? 


MARTINs I let them work themselves out. I have lots of ideas, I 
just daydream about them and eventually they just fit themselves 
together in my head. When that's happened sufficiently, I sit 
down and write the storye So I'm largely a sub-conscious or un- 
conscious writere 

Daryl Schweitzer, who is a science fiction fan who has been 


‘doing a whole series.of interviews of authors for the last number 


of years- he’s had one set of them collected in a book called 
SF Voices- has asked a lot of people about this point and seems 
to feel there is really distinctly two kinds of writerssthe un- 
conscious writer who is kind of working from feel and doesn’t 
really know where he’s going until he gets there, who sits and 
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daydreams of things, the characters come alive, take over, he 
sits there, types it out and says "Oh! Wow! That's nicee"$ and 
the very very conscious writer who plots everything and outlines 
it and knows exactly what everyone is going to do at any given 
moment and why, and he can’t even start a story unless he knows 
all that because he's Bothered by uncertaintiese Science fiction 
is full of both types. It*s interesting to see that while there 
are exceptions, the writers in the field do seem to divide coher~ 
ently into these.types. New Wave writers by and large tend to be 
unconscious writers. The Old Wave writers tend to be planners, 
outliners, very conscious writers. It tends to divide by age. 
Now of course there are great exceptions. For example, R.A. 
Lafferty is just totally crazy, and he’s old too. There are very 
young writers who are very methodical about it, and conscious 
planners. It may be just part of the aging process. There are 
writers who are now very methodical who say they once were not so 
methodical. A. you get more into writing, you get more methodi-= 
cal and disciplined and your writing methods change. Does that 
change the kind of fiction you write too? I don't know. That's 
an interesting question. 


Q: Do you feel there should be the competition in the short 
stories as there is in the novels? Do you feel we'd get better 
fiction that way? 


MARTIN: Yes and noe I think you have a lot of superlative short 
science fiction (as it is)e I dont want to imply that it's 
necessarily less than the novels. When you try to write a novel, 
you’re compeating not only with little known or slightly more 
than little known writers, you're competing against the top people 
in the field who are also writing novels, since that is where the 
money is in science fiction. And you're competing against giants 
of the field who have been around for fifty years, who are turne 
ing out in some cases perfectly dreadful books because they have 


a name. Now these giants of the field don’t need the hundred 
dollar check that Ted White will give you if you sell hima ten 
thousand word novelettee If you write for Amazing, you're only 
competing with newer writers, younger writers. In many.of the 
cases I think the stories by the really big names in, science fice 
tion are dreadful short stories. The best short fiction- novel- 
ettes, short stories, novellas- are being done by what I call 
"middle rank” names, kind of like myself. Usually when the 
writers get to be really big, they're not doing their best work 
in short fiction anymore. They cease to care about short fiction 
People like Harlan Ellison are an exception to that. So it would 
be good if there was more competition, but if it was real compe- 
titionece E 


Q: What do you think of the kind of work Isaac Asimov and Ray 
Bradbury are doing now? 


MARTIN: Isaac Asimov doesn’t write very much science fiction 
anymore. He writes science fact. He writes Popular Science. And 


anything else that interests hime Actually, of his generation of 
writers, the writers who broke ir during the very first days 

under John We Campbell, in some ways when Asimov does do science 
fiction he does the best worke I didn’t think The Gods Them 
selves deserved the Hugo and the Nebula that it got when it was

first published, but I thought it was an awful lot better than 
(Heinlein's) I Will Fear No Evil. I think Asimov, if he wasn? t 81 
interested in doing so many other things, could probably come 
back and do some really good science fictions 

Ray Bradbury doesn't write science fiction anymore, either. 
He thinks he's a poet now. He's writing poetry and screenplays 
and various other things. I don't know what Bradbury's writing. 
The only thing I’ve seen of his is an occasional poeme He came 
to the Nebula Awards banquet two years ago and read a poem on 
Herman Melville. He's certainly not writing new science fictione 


Q: Various ideas, motifs run through fantasy literature. Does a 
theme like romanticism in any way cheapen a work? How closely 
can these themes fit into science fiction? i 


MARTIN: I think science fiction, because of its very nature, has 
a very strong strain of intense romanticism that has always run 
through ite Many of the great science fiction writers have been 
very romantic writers, in a certain sense. Romanticism is a 
slippery terme There are all kinds of literary guidelines as to 
how it compares to realismsnaturalism, and all that. There has 
always been in science fiction a very romantic view of the world, 
of life and its origine Traditionally the style of art on the 
cover of a science fiction book that sells the best is what has 
been called “romantic realism"g the kind of stuff that Kelly 
Freas doese He takes a very romantic scene=- a futuristic city in 
the background with all kinds of soft, glowing lights and strange 
alien creatures and sleek, nice looking spaceships, but he ren= 
ders it in a fairly realistic style so you can tell what every= 
thing is. It shows, I think, even without articulating it, a 
strong part of the science fiction audience does crave a kind of 
romanticism. At least in the art. Now does that carry over to 
the books? I think it does. I don't think romanticism cheapens 
anything. Romanticism is a much maligned word. It's a long 
honorary literary tradition. What we have seen in the twentieth 
century is a lot of based romanticism where it's been reduced to 


formula, and that’s not necessarily what I mean when I think of 
romanticism. 


MARTIN (in summary): (What you look for in upcoming science fic- 
tion) will vary according to your tastes, according to what you 
think science fiction is and which particular part of it you find 
the most fruitful for you to read in. If you want to see what’s 
really happening in science fiction, read the Magazines, and read 
short fiction. Novels are great, and I started out reacing nov- 
els, but in the magazines and particularly in short fiction you 
see new talent first publishing a story, just breaking in and 
becoming a talent to be reckoned with. It's a field that's very 
much in a state of explosive growth right now.e I use the word 
"explosive" advisedly. It's not just growth where it's growing 
upe I mean it’s exploding. It's going in all different direc- 
tions at oncee Some people are going just dead away from each 
other in opposite’idirections, doing very different things. But 
that’s good. It*s exciting, and everybody fights about it and 
wonders what science fiction really means. And you should know 
that the literature is still alive. 
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
